by 5 feet square, are used and so ad- 
justed that they can be easily weighed 
with their contents at any time.

tion eight tanks are flooded, each with 
the same amount of water and as soon 
as the soil Is dry enough to be culti- 
vated all are weighed.

The loss of weight when the tanks

Francisco have spent during tlje past three and one- 
half years in building in that city has, of course, 
outranked every other on the Pacific Coast. 


Most of the $180.000,000 or so paid by the fire 


insurance companies to redeem their policies for 
the destruction of property insured has thus been 
spent. But the -\ast sum expended there, whate\er 
the amount, has been spent in reconstruction—in 
rehabilitation.

It was foreshadowed many years ago when the 


electric power producing capacity of the water 
courses of the Sierra were being developed and the 
practicability or the long-distance transmission of 
the current was proved, that the Southern Pacific 
Company would some day move its trains over the 
steep mountain grades by electricity, as the traction 
capacity of the electric motor had been demonstrat- 
ed to be much greater than that of the steam loco- 
motive. The latter overcomes with difficulty 2yi and 
3 per cent grades, \\hereas, the electric mo,tor can 
easily haul a load over 5 per cent grades. It was,

Free Grazing and Forestry. 


One of the chief objections to planting Yerba 


Buena Island with forest trees is that it deprives 
the keeper of the lighthouse pasturage for his co\\ s. 
The light keeper sees in the tree planting proposi- 
tion an unjust invasion of his prerogatives. Being 
off any milk route, it is necessary for him to keep 
a cow if he would have his table supplied regu- 
larly with cream and fresh milk. Long enjoyment 
of free pasturage confirms him in the opinion that 
he has acquired a vested right to the same, 
and he feels indignant that a great city should 
conspire against his breakfast table. "What are 
mere looks," he declares, speaking of the futility of 
foresting the island, "compared to a 'cow and a 
pasture?" We sympathize with his extremity. 
His view of things is not at all singular. There 
are many others who put the individual comforts 
of a cow and free pasture above public right and 
convenience. 
Great national reforms or move- 


ments for urmersal 
betterment 
are 
frequently 


compelled to halt because some person insists upon 
retaining a free .grazing privilege. In 
fact, 
the 


cow and pasture idea dominates the citizenship of 
many people. When such persons are hired by the 
Government to tend a lighthouse, they naturally 
fall into the belief that the Government thereby be- 
comes bound to furnish pasture for their cows. By 
the same easy process they readily convince them- 
selves that cream for their coffee and berries is far 
more important than any scheme of adornment 
that will merely please the eyes of millions

Dr. Daniel K. Pearsons of Chicago is probably 


the only multimillionaire in the country who is 
carrying out to the letter the idea of the distribu- 
tion of wealth advanced by Carnegie, for he has 
distributed in municificent benefactions to the small 
colleges of the country considerably more than $4,- 
000,000 and now that he is approaching the age of 
ninety, is said to be arranging for the distribution 
of his last million so that when he celebrates his 
ninetieth birthday on April 14, 1910, he will be rel- 
atively a poor man. He made his announcement 
publicly a few days ago at Chicago. 


The presumption is that Dr. Pearsons will re- 


serve enough, however, to keep him in comfort for 
the remainder of his life should he survive to be- 
come a centenarian and that there is, consequently, 
no1 danger of his becoming an object of public char- 
it} . If there were any possibility of the 
latter 


happening, it would become necessary to apply 
some restraining influence to prevent it, for no man 
has a right to deliberately pauperize himself, how- 
ever much he may desire to get rid of the fortune 
he has amassed and which has become an;intoler- 
able burden, and a care to him in his old age. Any 
man who manifests a disposition to carry out that 
policy certainly needs a guardian. With Carnegie 
the assumption that no man has a right to die rich 
is, of course, simply a theory of doubtful sincerity; 
but with Dr. Pearsons it is taking the practical 
form of a realty.

Despite the talk about the decline in the power 


and prestige of France and the alleged decadence 
of the French nation, the credit of France stands 
higher than that of any other nation in Europe. 
French bonds are only a fraction below par, and 
command higher prices than those of Germany 
and Great Britain. Yet France carries the heaviest 
national debt of all the nations. 
Moreover, the 


French are the wealthiest people in the world 
measured on the per capita basis. There is only a 
small proportion of great fortunes in France; her 
wealth is more widely distributed among the peo- 
ple than in other countries, and the land is in the 
main owned by the people who till it. In late 
years France has taken the place of England as a 
money lender to other nations; a constant stream 
keeps pouring from her banking houses to keep 
the financial machinery going in other countries. 
Owing little or nothing abroad, she is collecting 
a larger interest account year by year from other 
nations. Evidently a great debt held exclusively 
at home is not a material clog on national energies. 
By borrowing the savings of the people the French 
government merely assumes the function of sav- 
ings banker for the nation, a plan that makes the 
stability of the republic rest upon the money it 
owes the people.

Judge 
Conley Is sitting in place of Presiding 
Judge Cabanl?s during the latter's ex- 
tpndpd vacation a-id has frequently pre- 
sided at trials in this city. 
Convicted Before 


Clifford was convicted of burglary three 
years ago In Judge Cook's 
court 
far 
stealing pigeons, and admitted to pro- 
bation. 
He had been accused of petts- 
larceny before that time, and was again 
arrested several months aero for steal- 
ing clothing. 
Attorney Whalen repre- 
sented him, and in appealing to the 
court, said. 
"I don't think he has any brains at all. 
He Is weak minded and easily led. 
I 
think he's had a lesson, and I'll ask vour 
honor to give him a light sentence." 
Scores Defendant 


"I disagree with you. Mr. Whalen," said 
Judge Conley, who had appointed 
the 
lawyer to act for Clifford. 
"I realize 
that you are doing1 vour utmost for your 
client, but I think he would steal tomor- 
row if he got" a chance. He would break 
Into vour house or mine tonight. 
There' 
are three hundred and sixty-five days in 
the year, and If he had three hundred 
and sixty-five opportunities to commit 
crime 'In that tim** he "would take them. 
It i sthe -judgment of the law, and the 
sentence of the court. George P. Clifford, 
that you be confined in the ptate prison 
at San Quentin for the period of fifteen 
years." 
The convicted man. who Is scarcely 
more than a boy, showed no emotion at 
tne sentence, but merely laughed at the 
court.

WASHINGTON, D C., July 14. — Act- 


ing partly on its own initiative 
and 


partly in response to a vigorous piotest 
from citizens of California, the State 
Department has inaeln a formal request 
nf the Mexican government that it can- 
cel the concession rc-cently granted to 
certain Americans for a racetrack and 
sporting headquarters at Tia Juana. 


The department has 
sug^e-stod 
to 


Me-deo that the 
enterprise: 
is purely 


American and would constitute a nuf^ 
sance and a possible disturbance of the 
gi'^d relations between the two govern- 
ments. 
The intimation was mode that 


a lot of disorderly characters woulel con- 
gregate, near the boundary line and that 
the policing of such Americans on the 
Mexican soil would be sure to result 
in bioils an:l international disputes. 


No rcplv has yet been received from 


the Mc-dcan government, but 
offlclalj 


at the State Department sale? today thcv 
had no rtcubt that Prrsident Diaz'would 
comply with fhe request of tne depart- 
ment and rescind the concession. 


After the State Department had for- 
pirjed its re'iuc-st. three representa- 


tives of the Tia .Ii ara project, one of 
them named Reynolds of San Diego, op- 
nearert at the- deportrwit aa'l requested 
Us-aid in advancing their scheme. The 
STe-tican government had refused to per- 
mit the racetrack to be built within two 
miles of the American line, without the 
consent of the United States. These men 
asked the State Dep-ar'mo-nt to give such 
onnscnt, and thsv were greatly surprised 
when informed that the department hael 
taken steps to have their entire con- 
cession nullified. 


The protest airainst the Tia Jnana, 


project was signed by orominent citizens 
of San Dieeo. Los AnR-elcs, Riverside 
and Dtl«r clti's. 
The department was 


impressed by the representation that the 
prc-Ject wfis a sch_eme to circumvent 
the laws of California. 
Tha prlneitial 


re-asnn for making the re quest of Mexi- 
co, however, was the danger of Interna- 
tional disputes arising from local dis- 
' orders.

SAN FRANCISCO. July 14.—-While the 
police ot San Francisco -were expecting 
to capture Frank A. Chapman and thu* 
clear the mystery surrounding the theft 
of S4W.OOO in diamonds from a jewelry 
meMBant in Ohio, the man eluded four 
ftives o fthe local department and 
'Plnkertons, who have been on this 
......n for more than a -week, and went 
to Los Angeles, where he was arrested. 
A tlbern.1 reward had been offered for 
the capture of Chapman and the sleuths 
were exerting every effort. 
Four times 
they were sure that within an hour 
thev would have him in the city prison, 
and Chief of- Police Cook and Captain 
of Detectives Anderson and his assist- 
ant. Detective Sergeant Fitzgerald, who 
was acting head of the department, 
were prepared to receive him as one of 
the most daring criminals of a decade. 
The dragnet had been thrown out in 


every direction 
and 
once 
a woman 
promised to lead the police to the man 
they sought. 
But she failed to make 
good her promise and the police came 
to the conclusion 
that 
she feared for 
her life if she placed Chapman in their 
power. Still, they did not lose hope un- 
til today. 
Caught in Los Angeles 


• 
About the first piece of 
information 
•Chief of Police Cook received after ar- 
riving at the hall of Justice was that 
Chapman had been arrested during the 
night in Los Angeles while attempting 
to steal a diamond 
stickpin from an 
Elk, who wild in the throng celebrating 
the election of officers. 
Chapman is known in police 
circles 
as one of the most adept pickpockets 
anfl confidence • men that has operated 
In this country In fifteen years. 
His 
daring is said to know no bounds and 
he has stolen 
a 
fortune aggregating 
near 11,000.000. 
But now, 
the 
police 
declare, 
he will end his life in prison,' 
as there are scores of charges 
against 
him, the police of more than half 
the 
cities 
of 
the 
country wanting him, 
while the authorities 
of 
Canada are 
preparing to send a. representative to 
Los Anseles to attend his trial in the 
hope that he may be extradited to the 
'Dominion.
